The assembly 
worker picks up a cabinet 
and a complete kit, the 
latter sent down from the 
sub-assembly department 
on the floor above. He 
takes them away and 
works on that one 
machine until it is 
completed. ‘‘We find the 
worker takes more inter- 
est in his job this way," 
said Peter. “It is his 
machine and he takes a 
real pride in it. We find 
this method far superior 
to one which involves 
different people working 
on different stages of the 
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assembly process. Work- 
ing this way a man can 
assemble an AWP in two 
hours, a small video in 
one and a half hours and 
a Club machine in three 
hours.” 


Bell-Fruit attach great 
importance to the oper- 
ating side of their 
business. This is conduc- 
ted on a nation-wide basis 
with six divisional offices 
and the man in overall 
charge is Gordon Dean, 
Deputy Chairman and 
Managing Director, 
Operations. It is thought to 
be one of the biggest, if 
not the biggest, 
operations in the United 
Kingdom. Their cus- 
tomers include NAAFI 
and the Three Services. 
This part of the operation 
includes big sites on 
Army bases in West 
Germany. 


Marketing Director of 
the operating UK 
Company Tony Darling 
said: “We supply all the 
major breweries in the 
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United Kingdom and 
clubs, free trade, hotel 
groups, leisure centres, 
and many other sites. We 
operate every type of coin 
operated equipment 
including AWPs, Club 
Machines, Juke Boxes, 
Video, Pool and other 
amusement equipment. 
One of the interesting 
points about the video 
boom is that in some 
areas they have cracked 
the market for other 
types of machines. At the 
height of the boom there 
was a mad scramble to 
get video games installed 
in all sorts of premises 
that had previously had 
no coin operated equip- 
ment at all. But when the 
video takings began to fall 
a bit, quite a number of 
the people who owned 
these sites started looking 
towards AWPs. Video 
game machines have 
definitely been instru- 
mental in breaking new 
ground for other equip- 
ment.

Fruit machines in newly 
emerged Bophuthats- 
wana, approaching the 
southern tip of Africa.” 


Even the history of the 
Bell-Fruit original build- 
ing at Leen Gate is 
fascinating. It used to be 
a Priory inhabited by 
French monks and over 
the years there have been 
reported sightings of the 
“Black Monk!” It was also 
a tannery for many years. 

In 1962 the building 
was converted into a 
series of small workshops 
and the only access was 
through the old Priory 
archway — still the 
access for vehicles. One 
of thse workshops housed 
the Premier Cash Register 
Company, a firm which 
dealt in adding machines 
as well as cash registers. 
It was that company 
which formed the basis of 
the first Bell-Fruit 
company in England. The 
Cope Allman Interna- 
tional Group acquired the 
business in 1966. It was 
about this time that the

The coin operated ¿ 


Kiddie Ride section of the 
amusement machine in- 
dustry is something of a 
law unto itself. The pace 
is much steadier and 
there can be no compari- 
son with the video 
section, where games can 
be obsolete in a matter of 
months, or even with the 
fruit machine section. 


Kiddie Ride themes last 
much longer than those 
associated with most 
other types of equipment 
in the industry. For in- 
stance, there are animal- 
theme rides that have 
been on site for nearly 30 
years and are still in good 
working order and main- 
taining a steady take. 
Such a lifespan is the 
exception but there are 
many that have been on 
site for 10 years and 
more. Horses, elephants, 
cats, ostriches, tigers and 
bears are themes that 
have stood the test of time 
and tiny feet. Their 
takings may not have 
been as spectacular in the 
short term as equipment 
from other sections of the 
trade, but as safe long 
term investments they are 
very difficult to beat. The 
take is usually steady, 
depending on the site, and 
the cost of maintenance, 
particularly with the tra- 
ditional rides, is very low. 

The younger age group, 
from the toddler stage to 
five or six, usually go for 
the more traditional ani- 
mal rides. But older 
children tend to want 
something more sophisti- 
cated. Films, television 


series, comics and maga- 
zines feed them a diet of 
space stories or more 
earthly sagas featuring 
all the latest technology in 
cars, emergency vehicles 
and aircraft. Rides based 
on these themes are a 
great attraction to the 
older age group. Televi- 
sion has a great influence 
on the design of modern 
Kiddie Rides. 

British manufacturers 
of Kiddie Rides have an 


extremely good name 
abroad. Their products 
have been exported all 
over the world for many 
years. They have built up 
a reputation for well 
made rides which appeal 
to children of all ages. 

The Italians are also 
among the leaders in the 
world Kiddie Ride league 
with a definite flair for 
producing high quality 
equipment with a mod- 
ernistic theme. 


I 
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The safety aspect of 
any Kiddie Ride must be 
given absolute top pribr- 
ity. Children have the 
unnerving ability to turn 
what might seem the most 
harmless piece of equip- 
ment into something 
dangerous. Having satis- 
fied themselves that the 
equipment is absolutely 
safe from a technical 
point of view, the 
designers and manufac- 
turers then have to 
consider the sort of 
treatment the ride will 
receive in the hands of 
children. 


Most successful Kiddie 
Ride designers spend a lot 
of time studying the 
reactions of children. The 
ride has got to have the 
initial visual impact that 
is going to have the child 
tugging at his parents' 
arms. A ride can be a 
technical masterpiece. 
But if the children remain 
unimpressed it is not 
worth site room. Most 
children go for a ride they 
relate to 
heavy concentration on 
themes that children will 
have come across in 
books, comics and on the 
screen. 

The scope for Kiddie 
Ride sites has increased 
dramatically in the last 
few years. There was a 
time when they were all 
concentrated in arcades 
and pleasure parks. Not 
any more. Large depart- 
ment stores, shopping 
precincts, supermarkets, 
airports and stations are 
among the many sites 
penetrated by operators 
in recent years.

CONVERTAGAME — 'A CONCEPT WHOSE TIME HAS COME 


Sega/Gremlin and Alca 
launched the conversion 
system they believe will 
be a winner with a series 
of previews throughout 
Britain entitled Visions 
‘81. They also unveiled 
two exciting new video 
games, Space Fury and 
Space Odyssey. 

The previews had a 
distinct American flavour 
with film shows, slides, 
brief but informative 
lectures and an extremely 
impressive demonstration 
of the new system — Con- 
vertagame. 

For more than two 
years Sega/Gremlin and 
Alca have been working 
on a concept to overcome 
the problems of game 
copying and the need to 
develop low cost alterna- 
tives to the continual 
swapping of equipment 
throughout an operator's 
sites. 

Their answer is Con- 
vertagame. During the 
demonstration an Alca 
engineer who had only 
seen the system for the 
first time the previous day 
did a complete game 
change in less than 10 
minutes. Convertagame's 
G80 hardware system will 
accommodate sophistica- 
ted, complex game play 
and will run both con- 
ventional Raster monitors 
as well as X-Y monitors, 
the only system in the 
world with this capacity. 
The G80 hardware is 
modular in design. 
Housed within a card 
cage there are six PC 
boards, the CPU boards, a 
memory board (which 
holds the game in pro- 
gramme), a video board, a 
video background board, 
a sound board and a 
speech board. 

The card cage is 
situated in a cabinet 
which allows front entry. 
The PC boards to be 
replaced are slipped out, 
the new boards are 
inserted and the site has a 
brand new game. This 
system is also available in 
the Compact and Table 
Top cabinet designs. 


The previews, which

attracted large crowds in 
London, Birmingham, 
Huddersfield and Glas- 
gow, were hosted by Vic 
Leslie, Managing Director 
of Sega Europe, Michael 
Green, Managing Director 
of Alca and Alan Evans, 
Marketing Manager of 
Alca. 


Michael Green, said 
some of the trends in 
Japan had been followed 
in the UK but the impact,

He con- 
tinued: ‘‘Certainly, we 
have more on the positive 
side due to our very 
different circumstances. 


“The boom period in 
Japan was based on the 
fevered excitement over 
one single type game, 
married with their known 
fanaticism in everything 
they do.

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geographically and thus 
tend to be more stable. 


“But the situation as it 
is today in the UK is not 
altogether a happy one. 
The market is being 
flooded with new games, 
particularly variations on 
the theme of the latest hot 
game. As operators, our- 
selves, we know that 
every operator, must have 
on site, the good revenue 
games — and this means 
we must manufacture or 
buy the latest hot games. 
Too frequent buying of 
new games, of course, 
puts a strain on all our 
financial resources, but to 
run our business, we need 
them. I suppose in many 
ways, we, as an industry, 
are our own worst enemy, 
but, it is a fact of life that 
simply to survive, we must 
have all the new best 
games. The hand writing 
is on the wall, for every- 
one of us to read. 

"Two of the key 
problems that face our 
industry today, are firstly, 
game copiers. Unlicensed 
game copying has devel- 
oped into the scourge of 
our industry. It threatens 
the industry’s orderly 
growth and well being. 
The frenzied unlicensed 
copying of games could 
well end up killing the 
industry altogether, if we 
allow it to continue. In the 
mature market environ- 
ment, we cannot afford 
the luxury of the massive 
game copying that has 
taken place over the last 
year. 


“The second key 
problem facing our 
industry today is to satisfy 
the need to develop low 
cost alternatives to the 
continual swapping of 
equipment throughout an 
operators sites.” 


Describing the new 
system he said: ''Sega/ 
Gremlin and Alca present 
this system only after we 
have proved the benefits 
of Convertagame. 


"As you know, conver- 
sions are a way of life in 
Japan — and have been 
for over two years now. It 
was during this time we 
developed a Converta- 
game concept. We firmly 


believe this is the only

necessary sophistication 
and flexibility to cope 
with today’s market. 


"It produces games 
that are hot from Day 1 
and not Lukewarm two 
months along the line. 


“The system means 
exciting new games at 
player level, and those 
who wish to replace 
existing games, will have 
the real economic advan- 
tage of Conversion. 


"In the case of new 
game introductions, I 
sense a trend that players 
wil not only be more 
sophisticated in terms of 
what they expect from a 
game but will also be less 
and less inclined to stay 
with a'new game for any 
length of time. This means 
that we will be forced to 
produce new games at an 
even faster pace than 
today. This added pres- 
sure to keep up with the 
latest hot games will 
increase significantly. 

"We all know that 
today's great games can 
be next year's problems. 
That is unless we can 
convert the game to 
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retary tries out Space Odyssey. 


something new that also 
has the potential to be a 
top money earner. I 
believe the answer is 
Convertagame. It is a 
concept whose time has 
come. A truly sophistica- 
ted and flexible system, 
one that will meet the 
present and the future 
market demands. 


'" After my recent trip to 
the United States. I know 
that Sega Gremlin are 
also committed to design 
and manufacture unique 
games other than the Con- 
vertagame. They, and we 
know, that arcades, etc., 
need special effect games, 
and new cabinets are 
required for these. 


"One of our closely 
guarded secrets has been 
the development of the 
World's first X-Y Monitor 
colour game, a system 
that we call Colorbeam. 
Right off, that gives you 
two Convertagame models 
— Color XY, or Color- 
beam standard games, 
and believe me the 
standard games are ex- 
citing enough. 

Alan Evans said there

He continued: ''On the 
market for new hot 
games, — regardless of 
market maturity, we will 
continue to see a large 


. and growing market for 


new and hot games. But it 
seems that more and more 
our industry will need to 
be highly selective. There 
are just too few real 
winners around. Whilst 
the latest hot games will 
sell very well, the new 
equipment market for 
other models may well be 
sluggish compared with 
previous sales figures. 


"On the replacement 
market — the second and 
largest segment in a 
mature market place, the 
replacement market, is 
enormous. This is where 
the bulk of future new 
equipment sales will come 
from. The problem is how 
to tap this replacement 
market whilst realising 
that the economics of the 
sales of second-hand 
games, are not attractive 
to Operators. Except 
when they need to pur- 
chase the latest hot 
games. 


“On new sites — the 
third segment of a mature 
market — my estimation 
is that this will be slower 
and steadier. If we follow 
the US trend, we can 
expect to see an increase 
in the space theme 
arcades and other signifi- 
cant opportunities for 
new equipment in such 
areas as fast food outlets, 
Pizza and other family 
eating establishments. 


“The words market 
maturity or market sat- 
uration, may, at first 
sound ominous and fore- 
boding. This is not so. 
With market maturity 
comes marketing oppor- 
tunities.

On inserting 2 x 10p 
for one player, or 4 x 10p 
for two players, the 
“Donkey Kong' steals a 
maiden from a house and 
climbs a superstructure 
which changes dimension 
as the Donkey Kong 
climbs higher.

— the object being to see 
how high you can make 
him climb despite the 


obstacles put in his way. 


The player moves the 
Jumpman along the super- 
structure, up a series of 
ladders and can be moved 
in four directions.

I was welcomed to the

Behind the scenes of the 
attractive display area, 
the service engineers are 
a hive of activity. 

The highlight of my visit 
was my meeting with the 
Joint Managing Directors 
of KR Automatics — Roy 
Hastings and his brother 
Kenneth (‘Mick’). I talked 
with them in the luxurious 
surroundings of their 
executive office, which is 
tastefully furnished with 
objects d'art, and enjoyed 
the vista of men who 
clearly enjoy all the 
benefits that their hard 
work and industry bestow 
upon them. 


From the early begin- 
nings in the industry with 
their father, Roy and 
'Mick' have progressed to 
control of the KR Group of 
Companies which include: 
KR Automatics Ltd., KR

Their companies overseas 
are: KR Electronics SA., 
and Videoplay Maquinas 
Recreatives SA, in Palma 
de Mallorca. 


“We started going into 
Spain about two years ago 
when gaming was all- 
owed,” said Roy. 


"We manufacture 
video games in Spain and 
we have just opened up an 
arcade. 'Mamaresa is 
our operating company 
for the whole of Spain and 
it is one hundred per cent 
UK owned, which is re- 
markable for a foreign 
company in Spain these 
days.”

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LOOKING AHEAD TO AN 
EXCITING YEAR 
OF EXHIBITIONS 


By MARY OPENSHAW 


We have already published the full 
list of exhibitions for the 1981-82 season, 
but we thought that many of our readers 
might like to know just a little more 
about all the shows in Europe; those in 
the United States and Japan are really 
too well known to need any mention. 

The London Previews will be held on 
September 30th — October ist. 
Personally I can't say much about these 
at this point, but I shall be there this 
time. I know that they are very 
successful indeed, and very important 
— a good way to bring us all back to life 
after the quieter weeks (for most of us) 
during the summer. 

The Enada in Rome is always a good 
show, and this time it will be held on 
October 15th - 18th. All the main Italian 
manufacturers participate, to present 
their latest equipment. And you never 
know what you will find there. The 
Italians have a very strong creative 
streak, and are capable of designing and 
developing good new games. And I have 
a feeling that sooner or later, and 
perhaps sooner, they are going to settle 
down and do just this. 

The Automatenschau, to be held in 
Zürich on November 7th - 10th is the 
luxury show in Europe. Beautifully 
organised and held in the most 
comfortable setting in one of Europe's 
most attractive cities, this is the show for 
studying the Swiss market. Participation 
is all Swiss, but of course a lot of 
imported equipment is presented. Many 
games from the United States will 
probably make their European debut at 
the Automatenschau this time, for it 
comes very soon after the AMOA in 
Chicago. Quite a few international 
visitors come to this show. 


The Incomat, to be held in Salzburg 
(instead of Vienna) comes on November 
25th - 27th. This is an interesting little 
show, national rather than international 
in character. No doubt with changes in 
Austria concerning gaming machines 
attendance will be fairly international. 
The Incomat, by the way, is always a 
very friendly and pleasant show to visit. 

The Sada, to be held at Torremolinos 
on November 26th - 28th is the second 
Spanish automatics trade show. If it is 
any thing like the show held at 
Castelldefels, near Barcelona, last 
November, then it will be very lively and 
interesting. And it is quite possible that 
there may be some novelties there. Spain 
has had a great automatics boom, and 
now that things are levelling out Spanish 
manufacturers are thinking of designing 
and developing games themeselves. Go 
to this one if you possibly can. 


The Forainexpo, to be held at Le 
Bourget, Paris on December 8th - 11th, 
has become a very important show. It 
started out as a show for equipment for 
amusement parks, travelling showmen, 
etc., and almost not automatics. Now, 
however, more than half of it is 
automatics. All the biggest French firms 
participate. Attendance is international, 
for this is a show many people would not 
like to miss. 

The first show on the list for 1982 is 
the Horecava in Amsterdam, to be held 
on January 4th - 7th. The Horecava is 
actually a huge hotel and catering trades 
show, and the automatics section is 
arranged by V.A.N., the Dutch trade 
association for those in the business. It is 
actually quite apart from the rest, on the 
balcony, and only automatics 
professionals are admitted. The 
Horecava is a good place to study the 
Dutch market, and to meet the Dutch 
trade. There are a few international 
visitors. 

No need to say much about the A.T.E. 
to be held on January 18th -21st, except 
to stress that the new venue for the 
show, the N.E.C. at Birmingham, really is 
splendid, and should go a long way 
towards making this, the world's largest 
and most famous automatics trade show, 
the best ever.

It is 
an interesting show, and comfortable to 
visit. Be sure to reserve hotel rooms well 
in advance, they get booked up quickly 
in Frankfurt. 

I will not say over much about the 
Blackpool show here, except that under 
its new management it should be much 
better than in recent years. This one will 
be held on February 16th - 18th at the 
Golden Mile Centre in Blackpool. 

The Coin-Op show in Dublin comes a 
month earlier this time, on March 31st 
April 1st and 2nd. This is a nice show, 
very pleasant to visit, and interesting. 
You meet people there from both the 
Republic of Ireland and Northern 
Ireland. The last time there was a good 
sprinkling of foreign visitors, including 
some from the continent. 

The last on the list is Milan Fair. This 
is very important, for the same reasons 
as the Enada. It now occupies a different 
hall, allowing much more space, so the 
section is much larger than 
before.Attendance is very international.

David Morrell, Man- 
aging Director of David 
Morrell Associates, Bath, 
is a man long on energy 
and enthusiasm but short 
on patience. He has no 
time for red tape and 
does not suffer fools 
gladly. 

His brain ticks over like 
a well-oiled computer, 
full of ideas, plans, 
strategy, and filled with a 
wealth of marketing and 
business acumen. 

Not surprising qualities 
to find in a man who was 
formerly managing direc- 
tor of the Tesco super- 
market chain. 

Two years ago David 
was living in happy and 
well-earned retirement in 
Italy. His youngest son, 
Daniel, 19, worked each 
day in a video game 
manufacturers, Mondile 
Matic, in Florence, and 
became intensely inter- 
ested in the industry. 


His enthusiasm for 
video games rubbed off 
on his father who bought 
some machines and young 
Daniel took off to the U.K. 
to sell them. Sell them he 
did by the simple expe- 
dient of looking through 
Yellow Pages to find the 
names of companies in 
the industry. With his 
abundant enthusiasm and 
personal sales technique 
he sold the lot. Within a

Daniel, with his elder 
brother Jonathan, 28, 
rented a small building in 
London and formed the 
Rock and Roll Lighting 
and Sound Company and 
they were in business. It 
was not long before the 
elder Morrell returned to 
England and David 
Morrell Associates was 
born. 

“Dad had retired from 
being MD of Tesco five 
years ago," said Daniel, 
"during his period with 
Tesco he had increased 
their profit margin con-

our business the same 
marketing policy that he

used at Tesco. We sell at 
the right price and we sell 
well. 


“Selling a product 
you've got faith in is 
easy," Daniel continued. 
"T really enjoy it.” 

Daniel is now Sales 
Director of DMA and his 
brother Jonathan is Tech- 
nical Director. In a very 
short time DMA has 
grown from simple 
origins to a complex or- 
ganisation which manu- 
factures and distributes 
games, imports and sells 
games from Italy, makes 
boards and devises games 
and on the ground floor of 
their new premises in 
Bath they have an 'Air- 
space Workshop' which 
designs and builds 


inflatable play struc- 
tures of all kinds for 
users throughout the 
country. In addition they 
import granite sets from 
the Dolomites which are 
being used to decorate 
buildings in London. 

I met David Morrell in 
his office in Avalon 
House, Lower Bristol 
Road, Bath, the new 
spacious premises into 
which they are in the 
process of moving. 


David is a most forth- 
right man who gets 
straight to the point. 
"This is a very vigorous 
and competitive busi- 
ness," he said. “We in 
this industry are the 
biggest users of elec- 
tronic computer compo- 
nents in the world.” He is 
a man of humour too. 

David outlined the 
various operations of his 
associated companies. 

"In addition to manu- 
facturing games and 
distributing we also 
operate some sites in the 
Bath area,” David said. 

One of the associate 
companies is Partybuild, 
which was started by 
Barry Watts-Jones, and 
has as a third director 
Roger Blackmore-Per- 


k riam. They operate pool 
3 S i tables, video games and 
s Members of the research department at S. W. Research. fruit machines and 
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e Richard Kogut, Elec onics Engineer, Avalon House. 


incorporate another com- 


pany, West Leisure 
Services. 
The showrooms at 


Avalon House were dis- 
playing the ‘Missile 
Storm'; ‘Explorer’; 
‘Condor’; and ‘Take Off’ 
video games which are of 
Italian manufacture. The 
cabinets are made by 
Sidam, as are the cash 
drawers, control buttons 
and handles. These are all 
attractive, strongly built 
machines from factories 
in Turin, Bologna and 
Florence. The boards for 
the machines are also 
made in Italy. 

Both David and his 
sons, Daniel and Jona- 
than, were particularly 
enthusiastic about the 
‘Explorer’. 

‘The Explorer, in any 
arcade it has been 
situated, has always 
taken the best takings and 
continues to maintain this 
trade,” said Daniel. David 
Morrell enthused: ‘‘The 
success of the Explorer is 
that each game played is 
different. One arcade has 
consistently had takings 
of close on four figures. It 
has to be emptied three 
times per week.” 

I was later able to 
confirm this statement 
with the site operator 
who was equally enthu- 
siastic about the Explorer 
and also about the service 
and back-up he received. 

Another arcade owner 
leffrey Tabman told me: 
“I’ve bought 15 machines 
in the past few months 
and the Explorer is a 
terrific take. The best I’ve 
got. 

*Another good one is 
the Condor, and the

and back-up from DMA is 
excellent. As a matter of 
fact I've just brought in a 
board and its being 
repaired on the spot. 
With other companies 
I've had to wait 4 - 5 
days.” 

Daniel Morrell said: 
“We have up to 150 


. Explorers in stock at any 


one. time and we are 
selling very well indeed. 

"The great feature ot 
the Explorer", he con- 
tinued, “is the random 
pattern of the game. The 
game is never the same so 
the punter is unable to 
anticipate where to 
release bombs or fire 
missiles as on similar 
machines.” 


I played the Explorer at 
some length and got com- 
pletely hooked. It is for 1 
or 2 players, has a top 
scorers table with 
players' initial insertion, 
has a super strong joy- 
stick with 8 driving 
positions, pin-ball type 
long life push buttons and 
an electrohome 19" 
colour monitor. The 
operator has the options

of 2, 3, 4, 5 ships. Four 
scores for free ships 
(10,000 15,000, 20,000 
and 25,000) and four 
scores for free play 
(30,000. 50.000. 70,000, 
and 90,000). A liberal or 
severe fuel decrease and 
the targets change 
randomly to increase the 
challenge to the player. 

It is an exciting game 
with a great deal of play 
appeal without confusion. 

“Although the video 
bubble has burst it has 
not affected us one iota””, 
said Daniel. “We sell all 
over Europe and to the 
Middle East, particularly 
Abu Dhabi.” 

I was taken by David to 
an associate company in 
Bristol, South Western 
Research Ltd., in Mill 
Lane, Bedminster, and 
was introduced to the 
Managing Director, Brian 
West. 

“We have got the 
largest software factory 
in the country," said 
Brian taking me on a 
conducted tour of the 
premises. 

We are getting boards 
here at the same price as

we pay for them in 
Taiwan," Brian said, 
showing me one of the 
boards they use. The 
boards are made by a 
British company, Tek- 
nacron Circuits Ltd., in 
the Isle of Wight. 

On the ground floor of 
the South Western Re- 
search premises there is 
a large conversion pro- 
gramme taking place on 
old Space Intruder 
machines. The new game 
change can be done for 
only £60 and the opera- 
tor does not have to move 
the machine off site. 


The Research and De- 
velopment department 
was the most fascinating 
and intriguing depart- 
ment. Here I met the 
Technical Director, Phil 
Hole, and his senior 
development engineers, 
Frank Stone, Chris 
Parker, and Richard 
Linsey-Hood, all qualified 
to degree level and 
working full-time with the 
aid of five computers 
developing new games. 


“We will be in the 


market with the most 
advanced video game 
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concept in the world,” 
said Brian West. “It will 
be at the ATE in January 
and it will revolutionise 
the industry. Of that I am 
totally confident," he 
said. 

“The future develop- 
ments in this industry will 
come from us,” David 
Morrell interposed, ‘‘and 
the spin-off applications 
will be enormous.” 

*Yes," said Brian 
West," and by Christmas 
we'll have pushed the Jap- 
anese out of the market. 
You can take that as a 
firm, confident predic- 
tion." 

Strong words indeed! 
Only time will tell if their 
confidence is well-placed. 

One new game already 
produced by David 
Morrell and his associ- 
ates is a video game with 
a Dam Busters theme.

“The British Software

“The trouble with this 
business’’, continued 
David expanding the 
theme, “is that all the 


games are repeatable. 


The object of being in this 
business, let's be frank, is 
to make money, but all the 
games are repeatable, 
games which depend 
upon the skill of the 
player. With a repeat- 
able game the punter 
soon acquires the skill to 
win. 

‘This Dam Busters 
game is exciting, difficult 
and is non-repeatable. It 
features the raid on the 
Móhne and Eder Dams in 
Germany by the RAF and 
it incorporates the 
famous bouncing bomb. 
There is control for rate 
of climb and rate of 
speed, fuel supply which 
is reduced when hit by 
AA fire. If the player 
destrovs a dam he is

awarded a VC, if only a 
hit then a DFC. It's very 
exciting and highly enjoy- 
able," said David, “and 
we'd like to make it a 
condition of sale that 
operators pay a portion of 
their takings to the RAF 
Benevolent Fund. 


“We have lots of ideas 
for new games," David 
continued, ‘‘and we'll 
have another new one out 
be Christmas. We are 
meeting the Japanese 
head-on and will beat 
them. We have better 
games,” David said. 

Bob Gwynn, Area Sales 
Manager of Jermyn In- 
dustries — one of the 
major U.K. electronic 
component distributors 
— was paying one of his 
thrice-weekly calls on 
S.W. Research Ltd. 
during my tour and he 
told me: “David Morrell 
Associates are our largest 
customer. Half of our 
business goes to the 
leisure industry in the 
South and South West. 
The biggest market sector 
for electronic compo- 
nents and micro-proces- 
sors and memory goes to 
the leisure industry. We 
have a tremendous invest- 
ment in this industry in 
terms of stock.

Ten 
machines were delivered 
and Daniel Morrell had 
sold them all within 
twenty minutes! 


This game has been 
under development for a 
long time but Daniel feels 
the result has been worth 
waiting for. “The game is 
exciting and it grows on 
you," he said. 


Before taking my leave 
of the Morrell family I 
discussed further with 
David his views on the 
Amusement Machine In- 
dustry in general and the 
video scene in particular. 
He has vety strong views 


indeed and expressed 
them most forcibly. 

*Sixty per cent of the 
world's production of 
micro-chips goes into the 
leisure industry and in six 
months we have become 
the biggest customer of 
the German industries," 
he said. 

“There is a very high- 
level of technology in this 
industry and we are push- 
ing the borders of tech- 
nology back all the time. 


*There should be a 
British Video Associa- 
tion," he said. I pointed 
out that the Association 
of British Coin-Operated 
Video Game Manufactu- 
rers was formed re- 
cently. 

*Yes I know," said 
David. “And one of the 
affects should have been 
to have subscriptions to 
raise a fund to protect 
British Video Manufac- 
turers from legal action 
from overseas patent 
holders. I proposed this 
but it was rejected," he 
continued. 


“What there should 
be,' David expounded, 
*is a British Video Asso- 
ciation to plan the future 
of this business where the 
engineers and techni- 
cians can have their say. 
“As I have said, we are 
the biggest users of 
electronic and computer 
components in the world, 
and yet nobody can say 
how many video machines 
there are in the country. 


«Nobody knows where 
we are going. You have 
local authorities, The 
House of Lords, the 
Members of Parliament 
and the public totally 
ignorant of what we do. 
They call the video games 
an evil sweeping the 
country, luring youth into 
crime and all that sort of 
rubbish, and yet here we 
are pushing back the 
borders of electronic 
technology. We need a 
voice to represent us to 
these bodies. To educate 
them as to what it is all 
about. In terms of public 
knowledge no one in 
Britain realises just what 
is going on in this 
industry."

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unhappy situation there 
made their continuation 
impossible. The single site 
operation continued, how- 
ever, and is now very 
important, with locations 
all over Northern Ireland. 
The distribution is import- 
ant too, with sales not 
only to Northern Ireland 
but to the Republic as 
well. 

On this visit I was wel- 
comed by Dennis Kerr, 


- who has been manager of 


Joyland Ltd. in Ireland for 
nearly two years. A new- 
comer to automatics, 
Dennis, with his delightful 
sense of humour has 
taken to the business as a 
duck takes to water. I just 


can't imagine him ever 


doing anything else. 
Dennis was very enthu- 
siastic about a new 
project undertaken by 
Joyland in England, the 
assembly of video games. 
“We've no intention of 
doing any rip-offs. It's 
manufacturing under 
licence or not at all,” 
Dennis explained. The 
first game Joyland 
assembled was Scramble, 
under licence from 
Summit Coin. The Joyland 


“version has a specially 


designed cabinet. “Doing 
this keeps costs down, for 
Japan is so far away that 
transport is an important 
consideration," he said. 
After Scramble other top 
games will be assembled, 
always under licence. 


On the distribution side 
of Joyland Dennis said: 
“We deliberately do not 
take on exclusive distribu- 
tion. This is because we 
feel it would restrict our 
range. So we obtain 
literally anything that our 
customers require. Two ot 
the makes that we supply 
very much are Bell-Fruit 
and Nichibutsu.”' There is 
just one make handled ex- 
clusively in Ireland, and 
that is Bonanza. “Their 
Golden Poker game is 
their big thing, a very, 
very good game that 


appeals to people." ex- 


plained Dennis. He thinks 
that the design of cabinets 
needs more attention (han 
it gets. “In general I find 
that the designs on them 
are too garish. This makes 
a good game unaccepta-

ble on some sites," he 
said, a small but steady 
demand for juke boxes. 
"We tend to stick to 
Wurlitzer. Just one make 
means less spares.” 
Dennis sees two big 
problems in the automat- 
ics business today. One is 


people coming into the 


business who have abso- 
lutely no knowledge of it 
at all. And the other is a 
general lack of profes- 
sionalism. “We're most 
certainly not trying to 
change the industry, but 
to inject a more profes- 
sional approach to it," he 
said. He spoke of copying, 
too, and feels that the 
sooner the big manufactu- 
rers take those guilty to 
court the better. 

John Long is operations 
manager, and he also is 
new to the automatics 
business. He told me that 
the Joyland operation has 
300 sites in Northern Ire- 
land, and that the opera- 
tion is concentrated very 
much on video games. The 
locations are pubs, clubs 
and very many leisure 
centres. 


"We much prefer 
single site operating, and 
we have site finders 
looking for new locations 
all the time," explained 
John. There is just one 
arcade, in Newcastle, a 
seaside resort not too far 
from Belfast. There are no 
projects to open more 
arcades. 

John told me that there 
has been a big swing 
towards cocktail table 
video games during the 


past months. "They went 
very slowly at first, but 
now we are getting them 
on to sites where there 
were neither no games at 
all, or upright games,” he 
said. 


Kiddie rides are 
operated in super- 
markets, shopping centres 
and caravan sites, but 
this is not a very exten- 
sive operation. 


John has taken to the 
automatics business just 
as well as Dennis. Other 
very enthusiastic mem- 
bers of Joyland team are 
Eddy Lowry, in charge of 
sales, and Jean Hopper 
who looks after show- 
room sales. 


My final call in Nor- 
thern Ireland was on the 
firm Video Computer 
Systems Ltd. a new manu- 
facturing firm headed by 
David Hawthorne. This is 
the firm that presented 
the game Microform at 
the Dublin Coin-op show. I 


visited their headquarters 


at Larne, and learned the 
history of this game, a 
video form of horse-racing 
with the possibility to 
place bets according to 
form, etc. 


This game was actually 
the idea of Damien 
Devaney, and was one of 
the "family" board games 
he had developed. He 
wondered if it could be 
converted into a video 
game, and that is how he 
and David Hawthorne 
came together. David is a 
chartered engineer, and 
an electronics specialist. 
He carried out a feasibil- 


ity study, which turned 
out to be positive. So the 
two of them founded the 
company Video Computer 
Systems. 


In setting up to manu- 
facture they are getting 
financial assistance from 
two different branches of 
the Department of Com- 
merce for Northern 
Ireland, the Northern 
Ireland Development 
Authority and the Local 
Enterprise Development 
Unit. Unemployment is a 
big problem, and anyone 
setting up an enterprise 
which is accepted by 
these authorities gets a lot 
of help. 


David said: “The first 
reactions to the game 
were very good, peopie 
liked it at the Dublin 
show.” If necessary modi- 
fications will be made. 
Patents on the game have 
been taken out. 


The firm's present 
premises belong to the 
local council, and can be 
used for two and a half 
years. But David and 
Damien hope they will be 
temporary, and that a 
move to more spacious 
premises wili come before 
too long. It was hoped that 
bv the end of 1981 20 
people would be employed 
by Video Computer 
Systems. 


This first game is not 
likely to be the only one 
developed by the firm, for 
Damien told me that he 
has many ideas for other 
games, which he thinks 
would be interesting and 
attractive.

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One of the busiest firms 


connected with the 
automatics business in 
Europe, or for that matter 
anywhere, must be the 
Suzo Trading Company of 
Rotterdam. This very im- 
portant enterprise is one 
of the most important 
firms specialising in spare 
parts in the world, and 
the business is extremely 
international. 


It all began in 1964, 
when an operator in 
Rotterdam — not a very 
big operator, either 
found difficulty in obtain- 
ing spare parts. He real- 
ised that other operators 
were having the same 
difficulties, and so he 
started to supply spares 
as a side-line, and in a 
very small way. This side 
of his business grew pro- 
gressively more and more 
important, until in 1973 
he began to concentrate 
on spares only. 

Unfortunatley Mr. Suv- 
erein Sr. who founded this 
interesting business, died 
some years ago, but his 
work is carried on with a 
great deal of energy and 
enthusiasm by his two 
sons, Leo and Cor. After 
expanding as much as 
possible in their former 
premises, the brothers 
finally decided that the 
time had come to move. 
They purchased a 
building not far from 
where they were already 
established, and last year 
the Suzo Trading Com- 
pany moved to its splendid 
new headquarters, which

à Cor and Leo Suverein. 


I visited for the first time 
recently. 


The building, situated 
in a quiet street in a good 
commercial district, has 
been beautifully installed. 
"Only the original walls 
still stand. We rebuilt the 
interior. completely," Leo 
told me when I arrived. 


He took me on an inter- 
esting tour of the building. 
The stocks of spares there 
are extremely impressive, 
and increasing all the 
time. One year ago about 
31,000 different parts 
were always to hand, but 
today the total is about 
35,000. 

A new department has 
been added to Suzo, a silk 
screen printing depart- 
ment. An expert is 
employed who designs 
and prints glasses for 
machines, and the 
demand is increasing. At 
the time of my visit an 
electronics workshop was 
being prepared, for Suzo 
are to commence devel- 
oping and producing 
boards for manufactu- 
rers. 

There is a strong ten- 
dency in the firm 
nowadays towards des- 
igning, developing and 
producing spares, under 
the registered trade name 
of STC. A few months ago 
it was noted that cus- 
tomers were complaining 
a lot about the  'joy- 
sticks" on video games. 
"Everyone at Suzo could 
see the faults, and so we 
decided that we would 
design and develop a 


joystick far better than 
anyone else had done. Leo 
Suverein explained. The 
result is a joystick, made 
by Suzo, which is now in 
tremendous demand, and 


being sold by the 
thousand to manufactu- 
rers. This joystick is 


available in 2, 4, 4-double 
action and 8-way dimen- 
sional. The shaft is 
exceptionally strong, and 
there is a point instead of 
the usual ball, which 
rough players are so fond 
of striking, and deforming 
the whole joystick. “Our 
joystick really is an 
enormous success, and it 
isnt at all expensive," 
Leo told me. 

For anyone connected 
with the automatics 
industry the Suzo 
headquarters really are a 
fascinating place to visit. I 
saw one section devoted 
entirely to rubber rings, 
every possible type. All 
are produced by ABC of 
the United States, for 
which Suzo are the rep- 
resentatives in Europe. 
Hantarex is another make 
handled (not for all 
Europe) both the monitors 
and the spares for the 
monitors. Fort Locks is 
another line handled, and 
these for all Europe. 


So fascinating did I find 
the screen printing dep- 
artment that I went there 
twice. Glasses for a Dutch 
firm were in production 


stood at Suzo

when I was there. These 
glasses have their own 
registered trade name, 
SZR. 


There is a staff of 13 
working with the two 
Suverein brothers. The 
packing department is 
most impressive. Goods 
are sent by air if so 
required by customers. 
Bigger export orders, 
weighing seven to ten 
thousand kilos are sent by 
sea. 


And a very great deal 
of the spares that Suzo 
sell do go overseas. 
‘‘About 75 per cent of our 
business is export,” Leo 
told me. Spares go all over 
the world, not only to 
European countries. 
Every continent is served, 
and in a big way. Most 
overseas orders come by 


telex, and the telex 
machine in the office 
chatters in a continual 


stream of orders, which 
are dealt with immed- 
iately. Languages under- 
include 
English, German, French 
and Italian. People know 
that they can rely impli- 
citly on the Suzo service. 
And on what they obtain 
from Suzo. As Leo Suv- 
erein put it: “We know all 
the problems and all the 
weaknesses. And we have 
built up our business by 
helping people.”
